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THE HIGHLANDS AND ISLANDS MEDICAL 
SERVICE SCHEME. 


Appress By Dr, ALEXANDER SHEARER. 
fr the annual conference of the Scottish Association of 
Insurance Committees, held at Inverness on September 
thih, an address was given by Dr. Alexander Shearer of 
the Department of Health for Scotland, who is specially 
in charge of the Highlands and Islands Medical Service 


Scheme. 

At the outset Dr. Shearer said that when he was asked 
give the address he felt he could not refuse the invita- 
tim, because he was fully convinced that not enough was 
jnown about the scheme which he helped to administer. 
No more humane and beneficent social service existed in 
te British Empire, and therefore the Department cf 
Health had readily concurred in his suggestion that he 
should make a brief review of the service, both from its 
historical and from its present-day aspects. ; ; 
looking back upon the growth of the service, it was 
fond that medical treatment and nursing in the Highlands 
and Islands prior to 1809 were luxuries beyond the reach of 
the normal Highland family. In 1911 a committee, under 
the chairmanship of the late Lord Forteviot, was appointed 
to make certain inquiries with regard to the provision of 
nedical attendance in the Highlands and Islands of 
Sotland, and to advise as to the best method of securing 


a satisfactory medical service. This committee was ham- 
peed by lack of time, as the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
vihed for an early report, but it made an exhaustive 
inquiry, and the outcome of its deliberations was the 
passing of the Highlands and Islands (Medical Service) 
Act, which sought to remedy the inadequacies prevalent. 
While it could not alter the natural obstacles and difficulties 
of both country and climate, it aimed at improving the 


facilities of that little but valiant body of Highland doctors 


vho laboured against such heavy odds. It must not be 
forgotten that before the passing of the Act, the doctors 
vere not only overworked, and possessed of almost 
impossible transport facilities in the shape of antiquated 
rts, worn-out horses, and old-fashioned push bicycles, 
but their housing conditions were bad, and the life was 
gerous on account of the exposure and the Jong hours 
Without food. 

Dr. Shearer paid a personal tribute to the doctors who 
Nere responsible for carrying out the scheme so efficiently ; 
twas not until after the end of the great war that he 


vas able to appreciate fully the enormous difficulties 
tinder which most of them had to do their daily work, and 


he was indeed often surprised that the medical service 
was maintained at all. The work went on willingly and 
cheerfully, and it was questionable if the fortunate 
Lowlander appreciated the hardships with which his 
Highland brother had to contend. Not only did the latter 
have to go long journeys and to perform his duties single- 
handed, but the standard of work expected of him was on 
« much higher plane than that of the doctor in the 
urban areas, where the specialist and the consultant were 
so readily available. : 

As the result of the activities of the Dewar Committee 
a fund was constituted in 1913—the Highlands and Islands 
Medical Service Fund—and it was indicated that the sum 
of £42,000 was to be paid into this fund annually from 
money voted by Parliament. In this way it was a direct 
State grant, and was for the specific purpose of ‘ improv- 
ing the medical service, including nursing, in the Highlands 
and Islands of Scotland, and otherwise providing and 
improving means for the prevention, treatment, and allevia- 
tion of illness and suffering therein.”’ 


Improved Conditions of To-day. 

Continuing, Dr. Shearer went on to consider the scheme 
at present in force, and said that one essential was the 
provision of an adequate medical service to the humblest 
home at a low uniform fee. It did not matter if the 
doctor had to travel one mile or twenty miles, or if his 
method of transport was by foot, private motor car, or 
a hired conveyance, he was limited in his charges to 5s. 
for a first visit and 3s. 6d. for subsequent visits; his agree- 
ment with the department stipulated that he could not 
charge more. In midwifery, and in certain other services, 
a bigger fee was allowed. The doctor’s expenses were 
commonly adjusted by grants in each case, which, together 
with the patients’ fees, made an adequate remuneration 
for the services performed; therefore, both patients and 
doctor were perfectly satisfied. In the Highlands and 
Islands, no matter how situated, it was now financially 
possible for every sick person to get medical advice and 
treatment, and this compared favourably with the pre- 
Act years, when the doctor was frequently sent for only 
when the patient was in extremis. One result of this 
subsidized service had been an enormous increase in the 
number of professional visits, indicating that the inhabi- 
tants of these outlying areas were taking full-advantage 
of the scheme. 

With such improved conditions of work it was natural 
that the best type of medical man should be attracted 
to these areas, and this contrasted very forcibly with the 
old regime. Within recent years it was quite common to 
have twenty or thirty applications for a vacancy, and in 
one case sixty-three medical men had applied for a post. 
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Transport was almost universally carried out by motor 
car, and in this way much valuable time was saved. — 

The housing of the doctors had been considerably 
improved, either by building new houses or by transforming 
existing dwellings into modern habitations. The fund was 
assisting as many as possible, and it was hoped that in time 
every doctor under the scheme would have a satisfactory 
dwelling. In no other type of medical work, said Dr. 
Shearer, was the comfortable home more essential, and it 
was a happy reflection to realize that it -was possible for 
every medical man, after his arduous day’s work, to sit 
down joyfully at his own cosy fireside. He had asked one 
er two doctors who had had experience of the High- 
lands and Islands before and after the Act for a brief 
impression of the present conditions, and without exception 
the replies showed the happiness which prevailed in this 
service. ‘ Prior to the Act,’? wrote one who had been long 
resident in the Highlands, ‘ it was undoubtedly a fact 
that the majority of Highland medical officers were living 
a hand-to-mouth existence. . . . The Act has undoubtedly 
been a great hoon to the poorer people. It gives practi- 
cally a universal medical service and up-to-date attention 
for the crofters, cottars, and dependants. It has also been 
a big help to the doctors carrying out their duties in 
difficult conditions of weather, distance, poverty, and 
adverse environment.’? Another wrote, like the home- 
liness, kindliness, and personal touch of Highland practice, 
but much as I love the Highlands and the work, L could 
not have stayed on here under old conditions. L can now 
give my patients the attention they require, and there is 
no dread of the day of reckoning. | believe that a finer 
medical service does not exist .in the world, and [ am 
proud to be a member of it.” 


The Nursing Service. 

With regard to the nursing service, another expression 
of opinion stated that no words could reveal what nursing 
had done for the people. Country practice had been 
revolutionized, and the whole atmosphere of the homes had 
heen changed, largely due to the quiet, pervasive influence 
of the nurses. The summing up- of another doctor was 
that the comparison of medical work in the Hebrides in 
former times with that which obtained to-day was like 
the recollection of a terrible nightmare in the course of 
a good breakfast. 

Contrasting the old methods with the present ones, 
Dr. Shearer mentioned that the nursing associations had 
received grants which enabled them to maintain a very fine 
service of district nurses. In addition to this, specialist 
services were also available, and thus hospitals could be 
run on modern lines. Where necessary, new houses could 
be built for doctors and nurses, and the telegraph and 
telephone service extended, while by the provision of 
laboratories and clinies, a dental and an ophthalmological 
service, the whole scheme was on an equal footing with 
that of any of the large centres. As showing how diffi- 
culties could be overcome by the assistance of the fund, 
Dr. Shearer told of cases where a surgeon had heen sent 
from Edinburgh to Shetland, and also of one in which 
a complication of pregnancy, which had previously caused 
obstetric difficulties, was dealt with in a hospital where 
the expert medical and nursing skill resulted in a successéal 
confinement. It was obvious from these two cases that, 
for financial reasons alone, patients could not otherwise 
receive the same amount of attention. 

The root cause of the success of the scheme lay in the 
fact that it was flexible and adaptable, and. most fortun- 
ately, the civil servants who administered it endeavoured 
to make their outlook equally elastic. So far, he had heard 
nothing but commendation for the working of the scheme, 
and the official wheels evidently turned very smoothly. 

Looking at the Highlands and Islands Medical Service in 
a comprehénsive way, Dr. Shearer said that the medical 
services had been transformed completely, but the doctor 
still remained, as before, the ‘“ family doctor,’ with that 
kindly relationship which made the friendliness and 
good will, so essential in such a service, a possibility. 
Naturally the personnel, as he had mentioned hefore, had 
been improved; now the standard was such that there 


was active competition among first-class doctors for posts, 
There was no extravagant reward, but there was q , 
field for valuable, if sometimes strenuous, medical wo 
which would always have an attraction for those who 
place useful service before gain. 

Dealing with the nursing services, Dr. Shearer saiq that 
there were very few areas where a nurse was not available 
and most of the present staff were fully trained. As with 
the doctors, it was the aim of his department to provide 
the nurses with reasonable transport and comfortably 
homes, and vigorous efforts were proceeding in these diner 
tions. It was often heartbreaking to meet a nurse on the 
road riding a push bicycle with a Highland wind and raj, 
in her face, and in these circumstances it was Obviously 
impossible even for the strongest to give of her best, h 
many instances motor cycles had been provided, and eyey 
motor cars, and it was hoped that by various metho 
every nurse would have a small car of her own in the ney 
future. 

With the establishment of resident surgeons in §) 
Lewis, and Orkney, a great change had taken place in th 
old routine, and now it was possible to perform major 
surgery in properly equipped hospitals, thus providing th 
inhabitants with exactly the same service as that Of the 
more populous areas. There was no doubt that many ling 
had been saved since the introduction of this service, Th 
Royal Northern Infirmary, Inverness, had been rebujl 
in accordance with a plan to make it the central hospity 
of the Northern Highlands. In conclusion, Dr. Sheare 
said that Scotland had set the example to many parts 
of the world. In Kentucky, in Newfoundland, in South 
Africa, and elsewhere, ideas worked out and_ tested in 
Scotland were being adapted and applied to cognate 
problems. In short, the Highlands and Islands Medicgl 
Service was not only a ready help at home, but aly 
a steady source of inspiration abroad. 


MERSEYSIDE HOSPITALS COUNCIL 


PRoGRESS OF THE PENNY-IN-THE-PouND SCHEME. 
THe second annual report (for 1929) of the Merseyside 
Hospitals Council contains a full list of the 3,000 firms ¢ 
public bodies whose employees are contributing to the scheme, 
** Merseyside *? embraces the district within a radius of tea 
miles of Liverpool Town Hall, and_ includes Liverpool, 
Birkenhead, Wallasey, and Bootle. In 1927 a penny-in-the 
pound scheme of weekly contributions was inaugurated, 
whereby the work-people were enabled to support the hospitals 
on a regular and definite basis, aided by a percentage contribu. 
tion from their employers, and securing for themselves and 
their dependants free maintenance when in-patients at the 
hospitals, or free out-patient service as the case might be, 
The income limits laid down in the Hospital Policy of the 
British Medical Association have been generally followed, 
with the modification that all manual workers are eligible 
The scheme has made great headway since its recent start, 
and can now be declared to be a financial success. To quote 
the words of Lord Derby, who is president of the eouneil, 
the propaganda has ‘‘ touched the public conscience.” “Oar 
employers and their employees,”’ he says, in a foreword, “ have 
been shown a way of giving that steady consistent support ta 
our hospitals which is far preferable to spasmodic charity”; 
and Lord Cozens-Hardy, the chairman of the council, state 
that the danger to the voluntary principle has been averted 
on Merseyside, and doctors, nurses, and governing bodies of 


hospitals can now carry on their work free from the incuba’ 


of increasing debt. The hospitals are able to meet not only 
current expenses, but capital commitments, and to face the 
problem of extensions, improvements, and new installations. 


Financial Provision. 

The number of contributors in the first year of the scheme 
(1927) was 58,200; in the second year it had risen to 153,1&; 
in 1929 it was 219,000, and now it is stated to be not fat 
short of a quarter of a million. The largest contributor 8 
the Liverpool Corporation; here the employees’ contributions 
last year amounted to £9,087, which was supplemented by 
£3,957 from the employers, making a tetal of £13,044. The 
Mersey Docks and Harbour Board contributed, employes 
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Joyed together, £4,586. The revenue under the scheme 
£124,151, which overtopped the estimate by 
£94,000, doubled the figure for the previous year, and multiplied 
more than four the sum received in 1927. 
he the funds available for allocation the voluntary hospitals 
received 70.5 per cent., representing a sum of £934,174, almost 
ble the amount allocated for the previous year. A sum of 
93 was also paid to Poor Law and unassociated hospitals 
jor services rendered to contributors, and a grant of £1,968 was 
to the radium fund. The associated voluntary hospitals 
igdade five general hospitals in Liverpool, headed by the 
Infirmary, six women’s and children’s hospitals, and 
ial hospitals, also three hospitals in Birkenhead, two 
in Wallasey, and the Waterloo General Hospital. The Bootle 
h Hospital, though not an associated institution, accepts 
ipiters of introduction under the penny-in-the-pound scheme, 
ives free hospital service to contributors and _ their 
ndants, and in return receives appropriate financial grants. 
jn these voluntary hospitals over a quarter of a million indi- 
yduals received treatment during the year. 
Qut of the amount allocated for voluntary hospitals, £3,100 
ms earmarked for medical staff funds. This sum relates only 
the sixteen general and special hospitals of Liverpool (no 
pation is made of any earmarking in the case of he othue 
iyspitals) and one of these sixteen, the Royal Southern, which 
yd £473 earmarked for this purpose, returned it as a contri- 
igtion to the general fund. The proportion earmarked seems 
vay considerably. In the case of the Liverpool Royal 
ry, where £13,599 was distributed, the amount ear- 
parked for the staff fund was £487, and approximately the 
ge figures hold good for the David Lewis Northern Hospital. 
i the Liverpool Stanley Hospital, where the distribution was 
(5243, the amount earmarked was £372, and the Royal 
(hildren’s Hospital, with a distribution of £4,324, had 7 
ytaside for the staff fund. 
The Merseyside Hospitals Council, in addition to certain 
lily members, consists of representatives of the hospital 
yerning bodies and honorary medical staffs, the municipalities, 
tie university, the British Medical Association, the employers, 
the Public Assistance and Insurance Committees, organized 
hbour (trade councils and unions), and the Merseyside Asso- 
tiation of Hospital Contributors, a body formed to assist the 
wuntary hospitals to enlist subscribers and to safeguard the 
interests of the contributors and their dependants. A repre- 
satative of the contributors has been included as a nominee 
af the council on each of the boards of management of the 
associated hospitals, and it is added that in every case he 
las been welcomed, and his suggestions have received every 
wnsideration. 
The council 1s assisted by more than 600 voluntary workers, 
who are organized into district committees to cover the entire 
wea, and so much voluntary work is at the disposal of the 
council that the expenditure on administration, a matter of 
£5,500, amounts to.only 4.5 per cent. of the receipts. 


Difficulties to be Faced. 

Gratifying as these results are, it is admitted that much 
rmains to be done, and some difficulties have yet to be 
dered out of the way. The insured population in the area 
overed by the operations of the council is half a million, 
and these people are eligible for the scheme, but many of 
them, unhappily, are at present unemployed, and contributions 
fom them in the near future are unlikely. On Merseyside 
many thousands of men and women cannot join the fund 
owing to lack of employment. This problem has made _ it 
necessary to insist that the Hospital Sunday collection, by 
Thich means £6,424 was raised last year, is needed just as 
much as ever for the benefit of the unemployed and for the 
vey poor in hospital. The scheme itself, although a form 
of insurance for hospital benefit, is put forward on ideal 
lines, the suggestion being always made, not that the contri- 
butor himself may expect some day to be in hospital, but that 
his contributions will help the other person. ge 
One direction in which progress is hoped for is by bringing 
in the many seamen of the Port of Liverpool. Already a 
number of the great steamship companies (including the 
Cunard) have linked themselves with the fund, and facilities 
lave been offered by several shipowners for large numbers 
of sea-going men to contribute their penny in the pound. _ 

In addition to collecting and distributing funds for ordinary 
service in hospitals, there has been arranged under the auspices 
of the council a convalescent and after-care department. This 
development has been extended in co-operation with some cf 
€ approved societies, and during the past year treatment 
of this kind was arranged for 1,228 patients at twenty-eight 
‘onvalescent homes in various parts of the North of England. 
ontributors may also be sent to Buxton, Droitwich, and 
atrogate for spa treatment on medical evidence of its 
hecessity. Hospital patients who need surgical appliances are 


also assisted, and sickroom equipment, invalid furniture, and 
crutches are loaned. An ambulance service is available at all 
hours day and night for contributors, and a Daimler ambulance 
has been presented by the students of the University. of 
Liverpool. 

It is evidently felt, to judge from certain passages in the 
report, that the scheme should provide for non-manual workers 
beyond the present income limit. This, of course, will mean 
a great alteration in the scheme, and will require much con- 
sideration. The privileges of the scheme have also lately 
been extended to include single persons, with one dependant, 
earning not more than £5 a week, or, with more than one 
dependant, earning not more than £6 a week. To assist in 
the control of the out-patient service, the council has passed 
on to the Hospital Medical Staffs Association the proposal 
that, except in cases of emergency, all out-patients should be 
required to bring a note from their family doctor stating the 
medical history of their case. The British Medical Association 
representatives on the council some months ago furnished a 
memorandum on the medical position, the substance of which 
was published in the Supplement of April 5th (p. 104). It 
was there stated that the scheme had obviously been a godsend 
to the hospitals, but that it had imposed more severe duties 
on the hospital staffs. ‘‘If properly administered,’”’ the 
memorandum added, ‘‘ there does not appear to be any reason 
why the scheme should affect the relations between patients 
and their family doctors.’’

Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, 

The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of an illuminated certificate and a money award of fifty 
guineas, is again open for competition in respect of 1931. 
The following are the regulations governing the award: 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observation, 
research and record in general practice; it includes a money 
award of the value of fifty guineas. 

2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 

3. The work submitted must include personal observations and 
experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, and a 
high order of excellence will be required. If no essay entered 
is of sufficient merit, no award will be made. 

4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work to 
take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
London, W.C.1, not later than December Zlst, 1930, and the 
Prize will be awarded at the Annual General Meeting of the 
Association to be held at Eastbourne in July, 1931. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and a 
contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any subse- 
quent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 

6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of tlie 
candidate or the admissibility of his or her essay, the decision 
of the Council shall be final. 

7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be distin- 
guished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a sealed 
envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing the candi- 
date’s name and address. 

8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded may, 
on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested to 
prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the British 
Medical Journal or for presentation to the appropriate Section 
of the Annual Meeting of the Association.

Mectinas of Branches and Divisions.

Tue first meeting of the Singapore Division of the Malaya Branch 


was held in the College of Medicine, Singapore, on September 
th. In the past only Branch meetings have been held in 
Singapore, so the meetmg marked a new stage in the history 
of the Malaya Branch. More than sixty members attended this 
very successful inaugural function. Dr. G. V. Allen was appointed 
chairman, and Dr. J. H. Strahan honorary secretary. 

Dr. Hoops, in his introductory remarks, congratulated the 
Division on renewed signs of activity; he recalled the fact that in 
1921, when Sir David Galloway was president of the Malaya 
Branch, and Dr. J. W. Scharff its secretary, bi-monthly mectings 
were held in the Chinese Garden Club, and were very well 
attended. He hoped that further meetings would be held in 
November and in January, and urged the members to take 
advantage of the facilities that were offered for discussion of 
interesting cases. 

Dr.McKenna exhibited a patient suffering from an obscure intra- 
cranial auditory nerve tumour. A lively discussion followed, in 
which Professor Harrower, Sir Davip Gattoway, and Dr. 
took part. Dr. Scnarrr gave an account, illustrated by laniern 
slides, of comparative antimalarial methods in Italy and Malaya; 
this was based on experiences of antimalarial work in the Straiis 
Settlements, and on a malaria study tour which he had attended 
im July, 1929. Dr. Scharff referred to the splendid results 
which had been achieved by the Italian workers in the Roman 
Campagna, the Pontine Marsh, and elsewhere in Italy and the 
islands of Sicily and Sardinia. The members were then shown 
a number of pathological specimens exhibited by Dr. J. A. C, 
Tutt (Government pathologist). Finally, Dr. WALKING SHAW 
described a recent improvement that he had devised in the 
analysis of hospital statistics. 


Merropouitan Counties Braycn: Soutn-West Essex 
A meetinc of the South-West Essex Division was held at the 
Wesleyan Schoolrooms, Leyton, on October 14th, when Dr. Puinip 
was in the chair, and seventecn members and several non-members 
were present. Dr. Broderick was elected to fill a vacancy on the 
Executive Committee. Members willing to keep records of mid- 
wifery cases for the help of the investigation of maternal 
mortality and puerperal fever were asked to give in their names. 

Professor F. J. Browye of University College Hospital gave an 
address on ante-natal diagnosis and treatment. After paying 
tribute to the work of the general practitioner in midwifery, he 
went on to describe the varieties of contracted pelves. He stressed 
the supreme importance of testing the relative size of the foetal 
head to the pelvic inlet at the thirty-sixth week of pregnaney, 
this being a far more important test than pelvic measurements. 
He advocated induction for minor degrees of overlapping and 
Caesarean section at term (or trial labour with facilities for 
Caesarean section if necessary) for marked overlapping. He com- 
mented on the great difficulty in diagnosing between pregnancy 
nephritis and chronic nephritis with pregnancy, since he found 
blood pressure and chemical tests of little help; in pregnancy 
toxaemia, however, the blood pressure test was a help, since it 
was frequently raised some weeks before albumin appeared. The 
treatment for chronic nephritis and pregnancy was induction, 
tnless the case cleared up in two or three weeks with treatment, 
Professor Browne then mentioned a new hormone which was being 


extracted from the urine of pregnant women; this produced 
abortion experimentally in miee, hut apparently did not affect 
the human uterus. The meeting closed with a short discussion 
and a vote of thanks to Professor Browne,

Dr. E. Granam Littie, M.P., addressed the meeting on the 
subject of the British Medical Association’s proposals for a general 
medical service. In his opinion there was not very much to 
choose betwen the alternatives of a universal contract service and 
a universal State service. The adoption of either would result in 
the assumption by the State of complete control of the medical 
—— Recent events had made plain the dissatisfaction felt 

y the insured community with the present system of national 
health insurarice, and it seemed inopportune to bring forward 
proposals that would stereotype the present system upon the whole 
of the community, On the other hand, encouraging success had 
attended a movement described as the London Medical Service, by 


which general medical practitioners were themselves inaugurating , 


a contributery scheme for medical insurance for persons unable to 

ay fees in the ordinary way. It should not be assumed, said Dr. 
Pittle, that because the Council and the Representative Body had 
passed certain resolutions, therefore the Association was com- 
mitted to them. 

Mr. N. E. Waterrietp hoped that the members would not be 
swept away by Dr. Liitle’s eloquence into a condemnation of the 
B.M.A. scheme for inclusion of dependants, but would suspend 
judgement until they had heard an equally eloquent exponent of 
the other side. He could not imagine any system of private 
practice under which the indigent or semi-indigent patient could 
ontain a better supply of medicines and appliances than under the 
panel system. In times of industrial depression practitioners in 
depressed areas were hard put to it to make a living; under 
a scheme for inclusion of dependants in a panel system this 
serious menace would be removed. The patients would receive 
proper medical attention, and the doctors would not have to feel 
anxiety about where their fees were coming from. : 

Dr. R. Tuorne Tuorye asked what alternative was suggesied 
anyone who condemned the Socialist plan in toto and at the same 
time disagreed with the scheme put forward by the British 
Medical Association. 

Dr. MitcHett complained that enough agen | was not given 
in the Journal to such an important matter as this scheme for a 
general medical service. 

Dr. Bivert challenged Dr. Little’s statement that the Associa- 
tion did not represent the wishes of the whole of the medical 
profession. The profession had only itself to blame if it did not 
take advantage of the adequate means of representation which 
existed. 

Sir James Barr recalled the days of the Insurance Bill campaign, 
when the Representative Body passed a resolution to the effect 
that contract practice under that scheme would be derogatory 
to the profession. Those doing the real work under the Insurance 
Act were underpaid, and were sacrificing their independence for 
a pittance, while those who tried to do their work conscientiously 
were liable to severe penaliies for one If medical 
men paid more attention to their own health they would be 
better able to look after the health and diseases of the com- 
munity, and teach the public that prevention was better and 
cheaper than cure. 

After other members had iaken part in the diseussion, the 
roceedings closed with a vote of thanks to Dr. Little, proposed

UNINFORMED CRITICISM OF INSURANCE 
PRACTICE. 

Sm,—In the current issue of the Supplement, in a section 
of the report of the Panel Conference headed “ Uninformed 
criticism of insurance practice,’ Dr. Dain is recorded as 
having said: “ ... It was very unfortunate that responsible 
people like the heads of departments, the Chairman of the 
Welsh Board of Health, for example, and people in the public 
eye, like Lord Riddell and Dr. Graham Little, should make 
statements which could only have resulted from insufficient 
knowledge. They were unfair to practitioners, who were not 
present when the statements were made, and who had no 
possibility of getting back on the publicity given to the 
original utterance.’”’ To add insult to injury, a reprint of 
this section in the form of a leaflet appears to have been 
circulated by the Medical Secretary of, the British Medical 
Association to my medical colleagues in Parliament, and doubt- 
less to many other persons. ; 

During the parliamentary recess I have addressed two bodies 
of general practitioners—(1) the Paddington Medical Society 
on September 9th, and (2) the Guildford Division of the 
British Medical Association on October 9th. An adequate 
report of the first address, and a fairly complete précis of 
the second, are published in the Medical Press and Circular 
of September 17th and Octobcr 22nd respectively. Of neither 
of these occasions is it true to say that there were no practi- 
tioners present when the statements were made; on neither 
occasion did I criticize the insurance medical service, except 
by quotation from documents of the authority of the report 
of the Government actuary on sick benefit, the report of 
the Royal Commission of 1924-26, and the report of the 
Ministry of Health for the current year, sources of knowledge 
which it is surely absurd to describe as ‘‘ uninformed.” 

I think that it is up to Dr. Dain to specify the statements 
which he attributes to me, and which he considers constitute 
“uninformed criticism of insurance practice.’-—I am, ete.,

LONDON PANEL COMMITTEE. 

At the meeting of the London Panel Committee, held at the 
House of the British Medical Association on October 2lst, with 
Dr. H. J. Carpare presiding, Di. T. F. Meyrick and Dr. 
W, King Brown were appointed members of the committee to fill 
vacancies in the representation respectively of Lewisham and 
Camberwell. The resignation was accepied, with regret, of Dr. 
A. L. Baly, a member of the committee representing non-panel 
practitioners resident south of the Thames. 


Administrative Expenses of Panel Committees. 

A letter was considered from the Medical Practitioners’ Union 
affirming that it was inequitable that the whole of the expenses 
of Panel Committees should be borne by insurance practitioners. 
It was realized that if the expense were borne either wholly or 


_ partly by the Government some form of departmental supervision 


or control would be instituted, but the independence of Panel 
Committees would not necessarily be jeopardized. Insurance 
Committees and approved societies had not been in any way 
oppressed by the supervision and control exercised over them 
by the Ministry of Health. The Panel Committee agreed with 
the Medical Practitioners’ Union that it was not equitable that 
the whole of the administrative expenses of Panel Committecs 
should be borne by practitioners, but thought that any steps 
to remedy the present position would need very great considera- 
tion, and that the present was not an opportune time to embark 
on such measures. 


Procedure of Medical Service Subcommittees. 

Certain suggested new rules of procedure for the Medical Service 
Subcommittee were submitted by the Insurance Committee and 
approved. The principal alteration appeared to be a new rule 
that the clerk should send to the respondent a copy of the 
statement made by the complainant, and on receipt of any further 
statement or reply from one party should send it to the other. 
The rule hitherto has been that ‘relevant extracts” of the 
statements should be sent. 


Unethical Announcement, 

The commitiee had before it the case of a practitioner who 
had affixed to bottles of medicine a printed label stating (in 
addition to his name and address) that ‘every insured person 
is entitled to transfer from one doctor to another at any time 
for medical, dental, or ophthalmic treatment.” It had been 
brought to the notice of the practitioner that such an announce. 
ment was tantamount to advertising, but he had replied that 
he would await the return of his legal adviser, who was op 
holiday. The commiitee approved the sending of a further letter 
couched in strong terms, requesting him to desist from using 
this label in future, failing which further action would be taken, 


Inclusion of Dependants. 

The remainder of the commiitee’s business was the considera. 
tion one by one of the resolutions on the agenda of the 
Annual Conference of Panel Committees, with a view to the 
instruction of its representatives. Discussion arose on the motion 
set down by the Insurance Acts Committee that the time jg 
now ripe for the medical profession to ask for the inclusion under 
the insurance service of the dependants of insured persons. Dr, 
PartripGe moved that the representatives of the London Com. 
mittee be instructed to oppose this motion. The CiaTrMaw said 
that this would be a very difficult instruction to follow, in view 
of previous expressions of opinion by representatives ef insuraneg 
practitioners that dependants should be included. But whatever 
the feelings of members might be on the question in the abstract, 
the siluation had been greatly changed by the new Local Govern. 
ment Aci, which made it exiremely probable that, if steps wero 
not taken to bring dependants under the care of insurance practi- 
tioners, they would be treated by whole-time medical officers, 
Dr. Partridge withdrew his amendment, and it was agreed to 
support the motion of the Insurance Acts Committee. 


INVESTIGATION OF ALLEGED EXCéSSIVE 
PRESCRIBING. 
In the issue of the London Pancl Committee Gazette for October 
it is announced that the duty of investigating cases of alleged 
excessive prescribing, referred to the London Panel Committee 
by the Ministry of Health, has been delegated by the committee 
to its Pharmacy Subcommittee. By this delegation the Pharmacy 
Subcommittee has power to determine and report to the Minister 
of Health whether there is, in its opinion, any excess, and if 
so, to assess the amount of such excess. Where a practitioner's 


. prescribing 1s referred to the Panel Committee by the Minister 


as apparently excessive he will be invited to attend before the 
Pharmacy Subcommiitee on/y to submit his observations, and 
will not have the right of appearing before the Pharmacy Sub- 
committee and the Panel Committce as heretofore. This change, 
it is stated, has been rendered necessary owing to the fact that 
the size of the commiitee makes it exceedingly difficult, if not 
absolutely impossible, to give the adequaie and detailed con- 
sideration which these cases require.
